After he has thus clear'd and prov'd his own 
Integrity and Heartineſs' to the Proteſtant Cauſe 


beyond the Objections of the ſabrileſt Malice and

ever wzs of ----- That Conſcience ought not to 


be forced, and at leaſt wiſhes it were poſlible, 


though he fears 'tis not, that the Government, 
could be ſafe, and yet ſome good Men remain 
unmoleſted, who he hopes would willingly joyn 
with it, did not a miſtaken Conſcz1ence hin- 
der?em.

Some there are who have been formerly fignally 
inſtrumental in ſtemming the Tide of Popery an 
Arbitrary Power,whoſe Pietyand Learning are re- 

markable 
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markable, and Lives unblameable, through the 
whole Tenor of *em, carrying/the ſame fair and 
unblemiſir4 Reputation, In reference, to theſe, 
he firſt confiders that *tis certain very Wile, 
Learned and Good Men may be 1n an Error, 
which 1s as plain, as that Men of this Character 
have often been of different Opinions concern- 
ing the ſame matter, ſo that one ſide muſt of 
neceſlity be in the Wrong. Then , that theſe are 
in an Error in the Points controverted, he no 
more doubts then that this Error is not a wilful 
one3 and therefore he thinks himſelf obliged 
both to pitty and honour thoſe who are fo un- 
happy to be infe&ed with it. Not but that he 
at tne ſ:me time, as ſenſibly as any Man, re- 
grets the fatal and pernicious Conſequences of 
ſuch their Miſtakes, which has ſome way . or 
other had very bad Inflaence on the affairs of 
Exrope, perhaps to the remoteſt Corner thereof. 
For had things been quiet in Exglard, (to in- 
ſtance in what 1s at the greateſt Diſtance ) the 
French Tyrant might have had more Work of this 
fide of Exrope, and not have leiſtre, opportuni- 
ty, and Coyn enough to have brought in his 
more Chriſtian Brother, the Tzr4, of the other 
fide; nor given the Tartars: occaſton and invi- 
tation to Dragoon Tranſtovania. as he has done 
the Palatinate.
